partment at Washington Henry

Miller, United States consul at Kew- 
cliwang, China, gnus some inforrna 
tion for the benefit of persons \\ ho 
find it necessary to travel o.-pr the 
iSiuenau railroad. Mr. Miller says that 
he is in daily receipt of requests for 
information in rcguid to the Siberian 
railroad. 


Trains can be taken now at Vladivo- 


fetock, Daluy, Tort Arthur or New- 
cln»ang daily for St. Petersburg, the 
route being all rail, with the excep- 
tion of twenty-seven miles across Lake 
Baikal. Only second class accommoda- 
tions are to be had at the present time 
from the Pacific to Irkutsk, although 
first class trains aio expected to be in 
Operation in a shoit while. From 
Irkutsk fast trains equipped with din- 
ing cars, bath, b.nber's shop and 
library run thrice weekly to St. Peters- 
burg, the time from that point to the 
capital being eight days. 


Among the things Mr. Miller advises 


travelers to carry with them ate their 
own blankets, pillows towels and soap 
and as much hand luirzage as possible, 
as baggage to the amount of' thirty- 
six pounds only is t.ansportcd free bj 
the railroad. Mr. Miller also advises 
travelers unable to «.poak Russian to 
provide themselves w ith pocket dic- 
tionaries in their n.itive tongue and 
Russian, as the ti.iin bands speak 
only the latter lanirii.iire. 


A first class faro from Irkutsk to St. 


Petersburg is $02.57, the second class 
fare being $40.81. The sleeping car 
rates aie $11.00 first :md $7.37 second 
class from Irkutsk to St Petersburg, 
while from the Pacific to London they 
are: First class Sl-S 75 and second 
class $103. The time required for the 
trip from Japan or China to New York 
via Siberia is about the same as across 
the Pacific and the American conti- 
nent.

Welcome the President.

Will Race From Deadwood to Oma- 
ka to Greet Their Old Leader—Win- 
ner to Receive §1,OOO. 


When President Roosevelt visits the 


west this fall, he will be met in Oma- 
ha, Neb., by a big delegation of former 
rough riders who stormed the heights 
of Sun Juan hill with him and who 
will come from all over the plains and 
mountains of North and South Dakota, 
Wyoming and Montana, writes a cor- 
respondent of the St Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. They will not go to Omaha in 
Pullmans, either, but will make a wild 
dash over the prairies from Deadwood, 
S. D., COO miles away, on their stout 
little bronchos. In addition to welcom- 
ing his old friend and leader, the win 
ner of the race will receive fifty twen- 
ty dollar goldpieces, §1,000. There will 
also be a five hundred dollar cash 
prize and half a dozen other prizes, 
consisting of silver mounted saddle, 
bridles, bits, etc. 


The race will test to the uttermost 


the endurance of both horses and men, 
one of the rules being that each man 
shall ride the same horse from Dead- 
wood to Omaha. There will be no relay 
riding, and the terrible strain is ^s- 
pected to show the superiority of the 
western horseman over all others. 


The only condition imposed upon the 


entries is that each man shall finish 
on'the same mount on which, he start- 
eel and that the horse must be a west- 
ern bred, horse. Anyone who cares to 
enter the race may do so.

under the supervision of Tom Hart- 
zell, city marshal of Chadron, Neb.,
